BRITAIN TRAINS 


Thousands of Boys Given Pre- 
‘ 
ary Driiiing for Serv­ 
ice as Soldiers. 


RESERVES OF THE FUTURE 


Work Is Carefully Laid Out to Avoid 
Strain, Physical or Mental— 
Education for Those 
Needing It. 


London.—Great Britain has some­ 
thing like five million men in its mili­ 
tary forces. 
General Robertson an­ 
nounced that another half-million must 
be provided in order to maintain re­ 
serves and keep the fighting units up 
to full strength. 
When this 500,(XX) 
have been provided there will be an­ 
other demand for further augmenta­ 
tions later. 
The inexorable demands from the 
trenches must be met somehow. How 
they ere to be met, how man power 
Is continually to be provided to meet 
the wastage of war is indicated by the 
progressive organization of the coun­ 
try’s youth for training in anticipation 
of the time when they shall arrive at 
military age. 
Ail over the country battalions of 
boys, none of them beyond the age of 
eighteen years and eight months, are 
being systematically trained for the 
army. 
Schoolboys, college boys, ap­ 
prentices—youth of all classes—as soon 
as they are physically capable of un­ 
dertaking the work of training, are 
put into the organizations for prepara­ 
tion. 
Strain Carefully Avoided. 
Careful measures have been adopted 
to insure that they shall not be over­ 
trained and either physically or men­ 
ta l^ Injured by the strain. Officers in 
chSge of these organizations of boys 
have been provided with special in­ 
structions as to the service that may 
safely be demanded. 
A good deal of 
discretion In this regard is left to com­ 
manding officers and drill masters, but 
after all the purpose is to equip the 
national youth for soldierly service as 
rapidly and efficiently as possible. 
Much lighter requirements, however, 
arc Imposed on the youngest class of 
prospective soldiers. 
They are given 
graduated instruction in various drills 
for the purpose of hardening their 
physiques. Games, lectures arid educa­ 
tional work are provided in addition 
to ordinary military training. 
There are twelve fortnightly periods 
in the training course for youth of this 
class. In the first period of two weeks 
84 hours of work are required, of 
which 12 hours are given to games and 
educational work. After the first pe­ 
riod 14 hours are set aside in each 
fortnightly period for these purposes. 
Such games as cricket, football and 
boxing are particularly prized for their 
effect on the physique of the recruit. 
Participation in these is compulsory. 
At the outset every young man is 
Inoculated, vaccinated and given a 
thorough dental overhauling. 
This 
limits the possible activities of many 
of them during the first six weeks of 
their training. After these preliminary 
troubles are over, the organizations 
settle Into a regular scheme Involving 
84 hours* work per fortnight, or six 
hours’ work daily, including Sunday. 
How the Work Is Divided. 
At this stage of his training the re­ 
cruit gets in each fortnightly period 
ten hours of general physical training, 
six hours of bajonet exercises, IS hours 
of gjuad drill, 18 hours of musketry 
and range practice, two hours devoted 
to interior economy, three hours on 
night work, three hours on guard duty, 
two hours on antigas training, three 
ho rs of route marching without packs, 
two hours for special lectures and 14 
hours for games and education. 
Every soldier must learn all about 
taking care of his clothes, kit and 
equipment and instruction in those de­ 
partments Is referred to as “interior 
economy.” 
Then it is necessary to 
give very careful instruction in the im­ 
portance of discipline as a military fac­ 
tor, hygiene, sanitation, first aid and 
minor casualties, trench warfare, con­ 
cealment and co-operation of infantry 
with artillery and aircraft. 
The importance of the educational 
coarse must not be underestimated. A 
•4f<K)d many boys with extremely rudi­ 
mentary schooling are taken into these 
organizations. Those who need It are 
given the most elementary educational 
opportunity, while the more advanced 
ones are provided instruction in sub­ 
jects most likely to be of military 
utility. 
During the first four weeks of the 
course route marching with kits is for­ 
bidden, lest it impose too heavy a phys­ 
ical strain. 
After they are properly 


conditioned they are gradually broken 
Into these heavier phases of duty, aud 
the fourth fortnight’s training in run­ 
ning and route marching with kits be­ 
gins ; also bombing practice with dum­ 
my bombs. 
This is followed by the 
beginning of general musketry practice 
and studies in field engineering. Offi­ 
cers in these boy battalions are direct­ 
ed to take note of the special aptitude 
of their recruits for particular kinds 
of service with the purpose of giving 
them training for noncommissioned 
officers, and ultimately for commis­ 
sions. 
Youngsters of poor physique or weak 
health are especially classified aud are 
given a number of weeks of special 
light training with the purpose of 
building them up before they shall un­ 
dertake the serious work of being 
turned into soldiers. 
In this regard 
alone the benefits accruing to many 
thousands of young men have been In­ 
calculable.

Cal.—Diagrams have 
been received at the signal corps avia­ 
tion school at North island of the new 
insignia which will distinguish officers 
and men in the American dying corps. 
Local firms were engaged to make the 
insignia. 
A junior military aviator will wear 
on his left breast a silver shield, show­ 
ing the American flag, with a wing at 
the left. 
Officers designated as military avia­ 
tors will wear a silver shield with an 
American flag between two wings. 
Enlisted aviators will wear insignia 
consisting of a four-blade airplane 
propel lor in the center of a circular 
blue field, with wings at right and 
left. 
Aviation mechanicians will wear sim­ 
ilar insignia, a four-blade propeller in 
a circular blue field, with the num­ 
ber of the aero squadron at the top. 
Enlisted men otherwise attached to 
the aviation service will be designated 
by insignia consisting of a four-blade 
propellor of white, to be worn on the 
left arm just above the elbow.

Dr. Joseph Grinnell of the University 
of California museum of vertebrate 
zoology. There are moles in the for­ 
ests of the state and there should be 
gophers there, says Doctor Grinnell, 
so if a trade can be arranged every­ 
body will be happy. 
Doctor Grinnell says the gopher is 
an immense service in digging and 
aerating the soil, thus helping in soil 
Improvement and the making of nat­ 
ural meadows.

See That the Children Wash Hands

Dirt and disease are apt to go to 
gether, but until lately no one knew 
t 
rhy. 
Today we know that dirt and 
isease often are closely connected, 
because dirt generally is not cicely 
dead earth, but rather a kind of liv­ 
ing earth, crowded with unseen and 
almost countless germs of microbes, 
some of which are dangerous, and even 
deadly. 
Dirty streets are dangerous because 
the dirt In this case may cling to 
shoes or other articles of footwear and 
be carried from the streets into houses 
where, either as fresh dirt or more 
often as dry dirt (dust), It may find 
Its way to foods or other articles, which 
either enter or touch the mouths of 
members of the household. 
Street dust also is dangerous when 
dried up or pulverized or turned Into 
dust which may be readily lifted and 
blown about, thus finding Its-way per­ 
haps directly into the mouths, of bu? 


Dust Causes Many Diseases. 
The connection between street dost 
and a number of diseases now is clear­ 
ly established. 
It is claimed that oui1 
of 46 experiments on animals, the 
germs contained in city and dust 
caused infectious diseases in 32 cases, 
Dust may so lower the vitality ol 
the mucous membranes by producing 
an irritated condition of the respira­ 
tory organs that the development ol 
dlsea.se is made easy from the germs 
deposited thereon.

street excavations, soot from chimneys, street dust were removed or allayed. 
debris from fruit stands, garbage and 
even human excrements, 
which 
in 
crowded regions frequently are voided 
by children or adults In alleys and ill- 
lighted streets. 
This filth Is being whirled into oui 
faces by the w’lnd, by motor and street 
cars and other vehicles, while we walk 
or drive; into our homes, offices, fac­ 
tories, theaters, churches and stores 
where meats, fish, fruit, vegetables, 
breadstuffs, cake, pastry, candies, con­ 
fectionery, etc., form a final resting 
place for this germ-laden filth. It alsc 
settles on walls, carpets, curtains, 
clothes, and then Is set freshly intc 
circulation with each and every dust­ 
ing and sweeping. 
Germs Plentiful In Food. 
It is still easier to understand why 
water which contains dirt or excreta 
may be very dangerous, because in ne 
war are the genus of disease mon 


The remedy for abating street dust 
in cities is thorough flushing of streets 
with large amounts of water. In order 
to make street sprinkling sflkCtive, 
it either aho old be eufflctentty ab an-* 
dant to wash the dirt away into the 
sewers, or if moderate amounts of 
water are used, then it becomes Im­ 
perative to put in the water some suit­ 
able disinfectant. 
Small towns should clean streets of 
loose dirt, peck undersoil with roller 
and oil carefully with heavy oil. 
With a better insight into tho dan­ 
gers from dust, a real live interest Is 
awakening. 
Education has been tell­ 
ing, methods are improving, the pub*

Every person should

“Our factories, of course, will have 
the advantage of copying the latest 
and best types of airplane engines 
devolved in France, Italy and Eng­ 
land. 
Nor have our own inventors 
and designers been idle during the past 
three years. 
There now are engines of 
entirely American design and inven­ 
tion which weigh only two pounds to 
the horse power. 
Three Training Fields Ready . 
“Whatever may be the difficulty of 
turning out immediately in the United 
States the swift and delicate fighting 
planes of the latest type, we already 
are manufacturing in large numbers 
planes which are fitted for the train­ 
ing of air pilots and observers. 
“Three of the 24 big aviation fields 
which we shall build for training our 
new air army already are completed, 
and the work of instruction is under 
way. 
“The public, generally, has small 
idea of the immensity of these great 
training camps for birdmen. 
Camp 
Wilbur Wright, for instance, located 
near Dayton, O., home of the immortal 
inventor of the heavier-than-air flying 
machine, covers a tract of land meas­ 
uring two miles by four miles. Its 
hangars stretch unbroken for a dis­ 
tance of two miles. 
These buildings 
will house 144 biplanes for the use of 
the embryo aviators. 
The 
United 
States will be the great training camp 
for aviators for all the allied armies.” 
One may got a faint idea of the al­ 
most incredible expansion which is 
proposed in the air branch of the mil­ 
itary and naval arm of the United 
States forces by considering that while 
now there are only a few more than 
fifty commissioned officers in the avi­ 
ation section of the signal corps of 
the army, it is proposed to increase 
it to a total of 110,000 officers and 
men.

LESSON TEXT—Daniel I. 
GOLDEN TEXT—But Daniel purposed 
In his heart that he would not defile him­ 
self with the portion of the king*e meat, 
nor with the wine which he drank—Daniel 
1:8. 


The book of Daniel, with the great 
prophecies, fulfilled and unfulfilled, is 
one of the most interesting and Impor­ 
tant in the Bible. Without a grasp of 
the prophecies of this book it is abso­ 
lutely Impossible for one to know the 
New Testament and the times in which 
we live. Daniel gives an outline of the 
entire period of time from the passing 
of supremacy to the Gentiles in Nebu­ 
chadnezzar to tile final overthrow of 
the Gentile dominion, to the establish­ 
ment of the millenial kingdom. 
The 
course, character and end of Gentile 
dominion are given. It is that period 
known in Scriptures as the “times ol 
the Gentiles” (Luke 21:24). 
The book of Daniel falls into two 
parts; Part I (chapters I to 6), In 
which the prophet appears as the di­ 
vinely ehosen interpreter of dreams; 
part II (chapters 7 to 12), in which the 
prophet appears as the mouthpiece of 
God, setting forth in visions, not 
dreams, tile times of the Gentiles. The 
book is written in two languages, He­ 
brew' and Aramaic—chapter I :l-2.3 and 
chapters 8 to 12 (Hebrew) ; chapters 
2:4-7:28 (Aramaic). 
The part which 
concerns tile Hebrews was written in 
their own tongue and the part which 
concerns the empires of the world is 
written in their tongue. 
I. Daniel’s Home Leaving (w . 1-4). 
He wus carried away to Babylon by 
Nebuchadnezzar in the first siege of Je­ 
rusalem. 
This was a great trial for 
his own heart. He seems to have been 
about fourteen years of age. 
II. Daniel's Trials and Difficulties 
(vv. 6-18). It was the custom for the 
best of the captives toJ>e selected and 
j trained for service In the land of cap- 
'tivlty. They usually selected those of 
* the royal house for such trfttfil3$I' 
I. Change of name. Among the H e­ 
brews names were given to children, 
which were significant. Daniel means 
“God Is my Judge.” 
The significance 
of the name then was that all prob­ 
lems of life were submitted to God for 
decision. This was the secret of Dan­ 
iel’s life. This purpose of his parents 
seems to have been Instilled Into his 
very life and being. So thoroughly did 
he Imbibe this spirit that In all things 
he made God arbiter of his plans and 
purposes. The object no doubt in the 
change of name was to obliterate his 
national and religious connection and 
identify him with the heathen people. 
The king of Babylon evidently liked 
Daniel’s appearance and scholarship,, 
but was averse to his religion. 
It Is 
the same today. Nations and individ­ 
uals are perfectly willing to recognize 
and utilize the scholarship and efficien­ 
cy of Christian ministers and mission­ 
aries, but are not willing to embrace 
their religion. 
2. His conscience tested (vv. 5-8). If 
was with reference to the king's meat 
and the king’s wines. It is ever to be 
borne In mind that conscience Is the 
groundwork of human character. It la 
the law which must be followed.

doubt Daniel was taunted and laughed 
at for his fidelity, just as all men and 
women today who are loyal to their 
convictions must experience, for all 
who will live godly in Christ Jesus 
shall suffer persecution.

which was contrary to his teaching.

until A has been turned out of the 
way, which can be done only from the 
Inside. 
E is a protection to stop A 
from turning too far.
